The Treasury will auction 13-week and 26-week Treasury bills totaling $34, 000
mllion to refund an estimted $32,878 million of publicly held 13-week and 26-week
Treasury bills maturing January 12, 2006, and to raise new cash of approximately
$1,122 mllion. Also maturing is an estinmated $14,000 mllion of publicly held 4-week
Treasury bills, the disposition of which will be announced January 9, 2006

The Federal Reserve System holds $16,708 million of the Treasury bills maturing
on January 12, 2006, in the System Open Market Account (SOWMA). This anopunt may be
refunded at the highest discount rate of accepted conpetitive tenders either in these

auctions or the 4-week Treasury bill auction to be held January 10, 2006. Anpunts
awarded to SOMA will be in addition to the offering amunt.

Up to $1,000 nmillion in nonconpetitive bids from Foreign and Internationa
Monetary Authority (FIMA) accounts bidding through the Federal Reserve Bank of New
York will be included within the offering anbunt of each auction. These
nonconpetitive bids will have a Iimt of $100 mllion per account and will be accepted

in the order of smallest to largest, up to the aggregate award linit of $1,000
mllion

Treasury Direct custoners have schedul ed purchases of approximately $1, 063
mllion into the 13-week bill and $954 million into the 26-week bill

The allocation percentage applied to bids awarded at the highest discount rate
will be rounded up to the next hundredth of a whole percentage point, e.g., 17.13%
